BESSEMER, Ala., Feb. 3—A mis­ 
trial today was declared in the case 
bf Dr. George T. Edwards, who is 
charged with wife murder. The jury, 
which was retired at noon Saturday, 
reported to Judge € . B. Quinn that 
it was hopelessly deadlocked, and a re­ 
quest to be discharged was granted 
today at 12:37 p. m. 
Annie Lou Edwards was drugged 
and slain while she slept in the Ed­ 
wards Fairfield home on the morn­ 
ing of December 2. Dr. Edwards told 
police that a burglar had slain hi* 
wife and attacked him. 
The state linked Dr. Edwards with 
the case by attempting to show that 
if was an “inside job.” The physician 
never changed his original story. 
The trial dated over six days end 
was one of the greatest legal battles 
ever fought In Alabama. 
The jury was reported to have 
stood at first 10 to 2 for acquittal and 
then at 11 to one for acquittal.
